It was espe- 
cially unfortunate that this attempt 
ahould have been made on the very 
eve of the opening for the most try- 
ing year the market has had for 
seven yean. An astounding fket is 
that some of the very men now vot- 
ing as officials to tax the tobacco 
trade were a few years ago risking; 
their Uvea and patroling the atreeu 
at night witii guns in their hands to 
keep the market open. They were 
good and patriotic citizens then and 
they are the same today. They have 
simply bees misled or coereed into 
making a blander that the people of 
Hopkinsville will not be held respon- 
sible for. The talk of passing an 
obnoxious ordinance and arousing 
aalpgODism all over the country and 
thai suspending its operations is the 
merest rot. If the ordinance is once 
iogally passed its suspension is im- 
paasflble, except by the neglect of the 
sworn duty 9! officers required hy 
law to enforea it. The Coonell will 
have nothinic farther to do with it 
except to amend or repadit.
